IS NEW MEMBER

The appointment of J. A. Bridger 
of Bladenboro as highway commis- 
sioner in the third division was 
announced by Governor Cherry on 
Saturday, November 17. Mr Bridger 
was sworn in that morning in the 
governor’s office. 

The new commissioner succeeds 
Dr. Guy V. Gooding of Kenans- 
ville, who was the third division 
commissioner for more than four 
years. In his letter of resignation, 
Dr. Gooding stated to Governor 
Cherry that his practice as a physi- 
cian would not permit him to give 
sufficient time to his duties as a 
highway commissioner. 

Mr. Bridger attended the Novem- 
ber meeting of Highway and Public 
Works Commission here on Novem- 
ber 28th, this being the first meet- 
ing following his appointment to 
the highway body. 

Commissioner Bridger, 45, was 
a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1927, 1941, 1943 and 
1945, and he was the Tenth Senato- 
rial District’s Senator in 1929. He 
has served as mayor of Bladenboro 
since 1922 and has been chairman 
of the Bladen county school board 
since 1932. He is vice-president and 
attorney for the Bladenboro Cotton 
Mills and is a trustee of the Greater 
University of North Carolina. 

Bridger attended Horner Military 
School and Wake Forest College, be- 
ing graduated from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1921. He served as a pri- 
vate in the Army in 1918.

‘PRISON CAMPS 


WILL COMPETE 
FOR RATINGS 


Competition among prison camps 
for star ratings based on the num- 
ber of escapes during each semi- 
monthly period went in effect on 
December 1, Clyde O. Robinson, 
director of prisons, announced to- 
day. 

Basis for grading the camps will 
be as follows: three-star awards 
will be given camps having no 
escapes; a two-star rating will go 
to the camps having a maximum of 
one escape; and a one-star rating 
will be awarded to the camps with 
not more than two escapes. 

Camps are being graded semi- 
monthly, with periods running from 
the first through the fifteenth, and 
from the sixteenth through the re- 
mainder of each month. 

Published below is a roster of 
prison camps by highway divisions. 
This list will be carried regularly, 
with star camps designated in each 
issue. In the next issue will be re-

DRAWS COMMENT 


& When will America’s three billion 


dollar postwar Federal Aid highway 
construction program get under 
way? 

James J. Skelly, President of the 
American Road Builders’ Associa- 
tion answered this question at a 


conference of highway officials by | 


citing the Federal Aid Highway 
Act of 1944. It provides that the 
funds authorized for road building 
under this act shall be available 
when the war emergency is declared 
over by presidential proclamation, 
by a concurrent resolution by Con- 
gress to that effect, or by a concur- 
rent Congressional resolution de- 
claring that the emergency has been 
relieved to an extent that will justi- 
fy proceeding with highway con- 
struction. 

Mr. Skelly pointed out the act 
provided that $100,000,000 might 
have been appropriated for surveys 
and plans and for construction. But 
inasmuch as Congress did not ap- 
propriate this sum, the only federal 
funds that can be used now without 
waiting for formal action are $106,- 
000,000 left over and unused from 
previous Federal Aid allotments. 
When matched by the states, it 
would double this amount. 

“Hostilities with Germany and 
Japan have ceased, but the $500,- 
000,000 of Federal Aid authorized 
by the act cannot be used for con- 
tracts made before the first postwar 
fiseal year, which does not begin 
until the president or Congress 
takes action. In all probability, it 
will be the second of the concurrent 
resolutions that will officially launch 
our building program when Con- 
gress reconvenes 
Mr. Skelly said. 

“Practically all the states have 
accumulated sizeable funds for road 
building and these may be used at 
once for badly needed local projects 
or matched against the federal 
funds already available,” the road 
builders’ president continued. “It is 
possible for states to advertise for 
bids to be let coincident with the 
official end of the emergency.” 


Work on the 40,000-mile inter- 


regional highway system which is 


to link centers of 100,000 popula- 
tion and upward will not commence | 


for some months, Mr. Skelly be- 
lieves. While practically all the 
states have filed their recommend- 


ed routes with the Public Roads 


Administration, meetings with vari- 
ous state highway departments 
must be held before the system is 
finally coordinated.

Many Years Ago 


ON DEC. 26, 1901, Horatio S. 
Earle, president of the League of 
American Wheelmen and a tireless 
worker for better roads, sent a letter 
to a carefully selected list of two 
hundred persons throughout the 
country, advising them of the pro- 
posed organization of an associa- 
tion to be named the AMERICAN 
ROAD MAKERS, and ealling a 
meeting for the evening of February 
13, 1902, at the Cadillac Hotel, New 
York City. Four men were present:

and sixteen others sent their proxies 
to the meeting, at which a constitu- 
tion and by-laws was adopted and 
officers elected. This “little acorn” 
is now the AMERICAN ROAD 


BUILDERS’ ASSOCIATION—a 
very large oak indeed. 
EARLY in 1900, owners and 


makers of automobiles in Chicago 
were greatly disturbed by a pro- 
posal that all horseless conveyances 
should be provided with fenders. 
““* = compel them to go around the 
streets with a ridiculous fender 
pushing out ahead of them and they 
will simply give up their automo- 
biles and go back to horses!” 

JOHN LOUDON McADAM, the 
father of macadam roads, was born 
at Ayr, Scotland, September 21 
1756. He died in 1836, in his 81st 
year, having devoted 53 years of 
his life to the study and practice of 
road building. 

IN 1910, when a railroad, of its 
own volition, asked permission of a 
city council to construct a highway 
bridge over its tracks, it was such 
an unusual proposition that Minn- 
eapolis city council members defer- 
red action until they could make 
|personal investigation of the mo- 
|tives prompting such a _ request. 
| However, “the position of the rail- 
/road company * * entirely tenable 
|and worthy of emulation,” it devel- 
| oping that protection against hand- 
_ling cars and trains was the reason 
|for the request. 
| WE have read somewhere that 
| the term “highway” came into being 
from an early custom of raising 
public roads above the level of the 
country through which they passed 
|in order to secure drainage.

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HIGHWAY COMMISSION AWARDS 
CONTRACTS ON 14 PROJECTS 


The state highway commission, 
in its November meeting, approved 
the awarding of contracts on 14 
construction projects, rejected bids 
on one project as “too high” and 
held eight others in abeyance for 
further study. 

The meeting was held in the high- 
way building, with A. H. Graham, 
chairman, presiding. One new mem- 
ber, J. A. Bridger of Bladenboro, 
was introduced. He was appointed 
by Governor Cherry in November 
to succeed Dr. Guy V. Gooding of 
Kenansville as commissioner in the 
third division. Dr Gooding resigned 
after serving more than four years, 
stating in his letter of resignation 
to the governor that the pressure 
of his practice as a physician ren- 
dered it impossible for him to give 
adequate time to his duties as high- 
way commissioner. 

The chairman stated to the com- 
mission that a study of the financial 
set-up of the prison department 
for the first four months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year indicated a sizeable 
deficit in operation costs by the end 
of the fiscal year. This increasingly 
large deficit was attributed to an 
increased cost of living which is 
being reflected in an increased cost 
of operating the prison department. 
To partially offset the prospective 
deficit, the commission authorized 


an increase from $1.40 to $2.00 per | 


. day as the allowance to the prison 
department for prison labor used 
in highway work. Also, the com- 
mission increased from $65.00 to 
$70.00 per month the minimum al- 
lowance for doctors who serve “full” 
prison camps. 

The allocation of $1,000,000 in 
retreatment funds was authorized, 
by divisions as follows, for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year: One, 
$90,100; Two, $64,300; Three, $94,- 


900; Four, $98,100; Five, $113,700; | 


Six, $101,300; 
Hight, $116,900; 
Ten, $107,500. 


Seven, $102,200; 
Nine, $111,000; 


Woodsdale road with US 501. It 
embraces the villages of Longhurst 
and Ca-Vel, heavily populated mill 
settlements just north of Roxboro. 
The other speed zone, a 35-mile-per- 
hour limit, is on US 29 north of 
Greensboro where NC 150 joins US 
29 and continuing beyond the 
Monticello school, the total distance 
being approximately 1.1 miles. 


Charles Ross and Warren Mann, 
representing the Carolina Road 
Builders’ Association, proposed to 
the commission that contractors be 
permitted to cooperate with the 
highway body in the improvement 
of secondary roads not on the secon- 
dary federal aid system. Their pro- 
posal was that these roads be let to 
contract with “streamlined” plans 
covering center lines and contours. 
Ross expressed the opinion that the 
contractors could get sufficient data 
from the location surveys and that 
the detailed plans usually required 
for highway work to be let to con- 
tract would be unnecessary. He 
suggested that this plan be used on 
an experimental basis. The commis- 
sion did not take any action but 
took the suggestions under advise- 
ment. 

US 64 and US 601 were rerouted 
in Mocksville, and US 158 was 
ordered extended. The new routing
